REMARKS 

Claims 1-23 are all the claims pending in the application. Claims 1-4, 6-17 and 20-23 are 
rejected. Claim 19 is allowed. Claims 5 and 18 are objected to and would be allowable if placed 
into independent form. Applicants have amended claim 1 to incorporate the limitations of claim 
5, which depended from only independent claim 1, to thereby secure its allowability. Applicants 
also have amended claim 10 to incorporate the limitations of claim 18, which depended from 
only independent claim 10, to thereby secure its allowability. Claims 5, 9, 18 and 20 are 
cancelled. Thus, all of claims 1-4, 6-8, 10-17, 19 and 21-23 should be allowed as all of the 
remaining claims will depend from allowable independent claims 1 and 10. 

Drawings 

The Examiner previously had objected to the drawings as being informal. Applicants 
will provide formal drawings upon allowance of the application, consistent with the Examiner's 
comments. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC 102 
Claims 1, 2, 4, 6-8, 10-17, 20 and 22 are rejected under 35 USC 102 as being 
anticipated by Kelly et al (6,650,869). This rejection is traversed for at least the following 
reasons. 

Applicant has amended claim 1 to incorporate the limitations of claim 5, which the 
Examiner indicates is allowable. Thus, claim 1 should be allowed. Claims 2, 4 and 6-8, which 
depend directly or indirectly from claim 1 also should be allowed. Applicant also has amended 
claim 10 to incorporate the limitations of claim 18, which the Examiner indicates is allowable. 
Thus, claim 10 should be allowed. Claims 11-17 and 22, which depend directly or indirectly 
from claim 10 also should be allowed. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC 103 



Claims 3, 9 and 23 are rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kelley et al (6,650,869). This rejection is traversed for at least the following reasons. 
As to claim 9, this rejection is moot in view of the cancellation of the claim. 
As already noted, Applicant has amended claim 1 to incorporate the limitations of claim 

5, which the Examiner indicates is allowable. Thus, claims 3 and 23, each of which depends 

directly from claim 1, also should be allowed. 



The Examiner considers claims 5 and 18 to be allowable if placed into independent form. 
Applicant is grateful for the Examiner's indication of allowability, and has amended claims 1 
and 10 to incorporate the limitations of their respective dependent claim.
